The disease, cucvidiosis, usually’ 
attacks chicks in the curly stages of | 
their growth. It may affect older’ 
fowls but most of the losses are’ 
among the younger birds, The dis. | 
eased fowls lack colur, are inactive,! 
and, in the flock, a few chicks die each | 
day. Post mortem examinations dis-! 
close the characteristic injuries to! 
the intestinal tract of the birds, 

The organisms which cause the 
disease will live in the soil for 
periods of two years or longer and! 
then will infect poultry turned on the 
contaminated soil. The disease organ- 
isms cannot be transferred direct 
from one bird to another but must 
vass througa a period of growth out- 
side the fowl’s body befure they can 
cause disease in anther bird,
